Will Be 
Paid 

A total of about $32.5 million 
colleclcd by the State of Illinois 
under (he Service Occupation, 
Service Use, and Municipal and 
County Service Occupation tax 
acts from August, 1967, through 
March, 10GB, will be distributed 
to those who actually paid the 
taxes. . 

These acts have been declared 
unconstitutional, and the Ameri- 
can National Dank and. Trust 
Company of Chicago has been 
designated by the Circuit. Court 
as trustee to receive and process 
claims for tax refunds in a four- 
month statewide campaign. 

Spokesmen for the bank said 
that it is impossible to predict 
how many individuals will file 
claims for refunds. . They added 
,t hot the procedure adopted for 
the filing of claims makes it as 
easy as possible for people en- 
titled to a refund to file claims. 

The lax that is being refunded 
was paid to the state by four 
kinds of service businesses: tool 
and die makers, graphic arts sup- 
pliers, repairmen, and druggists.

A 
nuclear weapon far^jnore con- 
troversial than the ABM (Anti- 
Ballistic Missile), as well as more 
significant in HiT impact on hu- 
manity, is the so-called -MIRV. 
The abbreviation MIRV which 
stands for "multiple independent- 
ly target able re-entry vehicles" 
describes a nuclear weapon with 
-multiple warheads capable of 
striking from three to ten widely 
separated targets when launched 
-Into _space^by_fLJiln^le^alHsUc

Both the Soviet. Union and the

It is to avoid this horrendous 
threat that a significant number 
of Members of the House, and 
Senate have introduced resolu- 
tions urgiUg the President to in- 
itiate a moratorium on the flight 
testing of MIRV weapons, which 
our nation would observe as long 
as the Soviet Union respected a 
similar moratorium.

Representative cValg Hosmer 
of California is one of a large 
number of i Congressmen who cau- 
tion against any type of morator- 
ium on MIRV testing. He de- 
clares that both the United States 
and the USSR have already tested 
MIRV weapons, establishing their 
efficacy to strike multiple tar- 
gets at great distances from each 
other. Also, he points out that 
the Soviet I Union will never per- 
mit on-site inspection of its mis- 
sile silos— without which any 
moratorium or other agreement 
with the Soviet Union- would he 
worthless. |. 

The President, the Members of 
the Congress, and the vast ma- 
jority of the American people 
would welcome a meaningful 
arms control agreement with the 
Soviet Union, Red China, and 
other potential nuclear powers. 
That Is the principal mbsinn of 
the U. S. Delegates to jhe Dis- 
armament iArms Control Com- 
mission which has been meeting 
for many years in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland. The failure to reach an 
accord cannot be attributed to our 
nation's negotiators.. There is a 
strong temptation to turn to some 
unilateral action in the. hope that 
this will induce the USSR and 
other nations to respond similar- 
ly. Unfortunately, there is little 
historical or 'other justification 
for any such unilateral action, 
a step which would leave the 
Soviet Union and Red China free 
to test and deploy MIRV and 
other nuclear weapons any time 
it suited their individual interests.

II covers G5.7 million acre's of 
land of which 57.8 million acres

^=are owned by-the-2:H companies 
that participated in the survey. 

Here arc (he facts: 01 A million 
acres of private, lands included 
in the survey are open lo hunlers- 
in season. Hunters may enter 
nearly 50 million acres of this 
vast area without even a com- 
pany permit or .-fee. Small fees 
ore charged on only 2 million 
acres. More than 80,000 miles of 
company roads are open free to 
the public as ore 14,000 miles ol 
hiking trails. Many companies 
operate parks with complete fa- 
cilities for camping, picnicking, 
healing, swimming, elc. Expen- 
ditures of the forest industry on 
recreation are over $7 million an- 
nually. * 

Another significant aspect of 
the survey is the apparent lack 
of public appreciation of outdoor 
recreational opportunities. It 
shows that estimated losses to the 
timber industry from vandalism 
total $436,000 each year. This 
vandalism includes destruction of 
signs, garbage dumping, theft of, 
company property and damage to 
company equipment. The great 
tragedy of modern conservation 
efforts, w*hich mean utilization of 
resources for both economic and 
recreational requriements, is that 
tiiey are not understood by the 
public.

Inflation is odmiledly the ma- 
jor culprit behind higii and rising 
priceH. Bui, another factor is at 
work that is even more difficult 
for the average person' lo com- 
prehend. This is the presssurc 
for standardization buttressed by 
massive regulation being exerted 
in the marketplace in the guise 
of consumer protection. 

A principal feature >f i he free 
market is the ' compulsive drive 
or competition to give people what 
they want in quality, quantity and 
price. In its drive lo force con- 
sumer choice into conformity 
with rigid concepts of regulation, 
the protectionism movement is 
steadily narrowing the range of 
available products. The day may

come when there, will.be nothing 
but standard, high-priced items 
for consumers to buy. The free- 
dom of choice in quality will 
have been eliminated along with 
variety in sizes and packages.' 

The day may well come 'when 
the man* who wishes to buy a 
transistor- radio, for example, 
will lie confronted with a choice- 
less 'decision 1 . -All -such -..radios 
may be standardized with a ser- 
vice life of 23 years, whereas the 
prospective customer might have 
desired lo .purchase— at a more 
modest price— a radio of lesser 
quality that might expire in three 
or four years. >. Consumer protec- 
tionism 'has made his choice for 
him. He has but to decide 
whether to buy or not to buy, anil 
so it may bo with ' evevrylhing 
from clothing to soda pop. 

This is not the way of the free 
market and maximum production 
at minimum prices. It is not the 
way to sustain the mass distribu- 
tion system that, has produced 
more, of the good things of life 
for- the American people than any 
other system. The present -day 
philosophy of consumer protec- 
tionism is simply another name 
for that weary old doctrine, 
sialism.

Needlessly repressive regula- 
tion often ends in a wave of in- 
dignation and modifying legisla- 
tive .action. Such seems to be 
the case with federal regulation 
.of firearms and. ammunition. As 
of a recent date, 50 bills to alter 
or repeal the' 1968 gun law have 
been submitted in Congress 
Seven pending bills wouid repeal 
the entire ioVs Gun Control Law. 
The author of one of these. Rep- 
resentative Long of Louisiana, 
. said, '* it has been made abund- 
antly clear , . . that the act does 
-not— serve -"'to keep dangerous 
weapons from the hands of crim- 
inals and incompetents as its 
proponents claimed, but rather 
works unnecessary hardships on 
the lawabiding and peaceful citi- 
zen who has legitimate uses for 
firearms." Another congressman 
pointed out that, "The amount of 
records keeping and regulation 
required in ammunition sales 
defies all' the rules of logic and 
surpasses any legitimate need." 

Sentiment is growing for stiffer 
penalties against criminal use of 
firearms. Governor Reagan of 
California, who opposes repres- 
sive controls,, has declared: "we 



must amend our lows to make tt 
clear that the criminal who 
arms himself with a gun will be 
dealt with severely In every case. 
We must strengthen the penalties 
for the illegal use of such weap- 
ons without interfering with the 
legitimate use of firearms by 
law-abiding . citizens." . ' 

Citizen ownership of -fire- 
arms is both a right and a tra- 
dition in the United States. It 
symbolizes independence, as well 
as individual responsibility— in- 
separable elements of freedom 
under representative govern- 
ment.- Firearm or .ammunition 
regulations that fail to take into 
account this fundamental (ruth 
have no. place in the law of the 
land. - i

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BUREAUCRATIC BLUNDER '. 
When the medicare law was 
passed, a provision of the meas- 
ure known as Title IB also be- 
came law. Under Title 19, med- 
icaid programs to aid the needy 
were established by the various 
states in cooperation with the 
federal government. Whatever .its 
goals, mounting., cost, corruption 
and mismanagement have turned 
medicaid into a classic bureau- 
cratic fumble. .Even the most 
avid political spenders may join 
in legislation to control medic- 
aid 'hefore. it brings utter chaos 
to state and federal— as well' as 
private— health, agencies. 

Among other things, much is 
heard of the scandals attached to 
payments of doctors and other 
fees. It has been estimated that 
national medicaid is being bilked 
of $45.6 million a year by over- 
utilization, kickbacks, sloppy ad- 
ministration"* and' outright; fraud. 
Forty-five million dollars sounds 
like a lot of money; but com- 



pared to the billions that ore 
pouring out in medicaid, it Is but 
a drop in the bucket. The bigger 
government gets and the farther 
afield its activities extend, the 
less effective it becomes. . That 
is why members of the medical 
profession have, opposed. the prin- 
ciple of state medicine, which 
can lead in but one direction— 
a deterioration of medical- stand- 
ards and, a slowing of medical 
progress. — 

In the end, if we- arc to have 
adequate medical care for all 
U. S. citizens, It must come 
from the skill, and talents of 
medical practitioners who are 
qualified by training and experi- 
ence to adapt the medical arts 
to the needs of the nation. Fed- 
eral programs should seek to 
strengthen the traditional U. S. 
medical system rather than su- 
persede, it.

Some 
color changes "betray food that 
has been, held too long and at 
too high temperatures. Avoid 
peach slices and red cherries that 



have turned brown; berries that 
havo lost their brightness; snap 
beans turned olive green; green 
peas that become grayed green 
then yellowish.
